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REMARKS 
INTRODUCTION 

In accordance with the foregoing, claims 10 and 21 have been amended. Claim 19 has 
been cancelled. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 8, 10-14, 16, 17 and 21-28 are pending and under 
consideration. 

GROUNDS FOR ENTRY OF THIS RESPONSE PURSUANT TO 37 CFR 1.116 

The Applicants respectfully request entry of this Rule 116 Response because the present 
amendment only serves to correct indefiniteness issues under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, 
and cancel the one claim rejected under prior art grounds.

Appropriate correction has been made to claims 10 and 21 to correct the indefiniteness 
issues noted in the Office Action. Therefore, claims 10 and 21 should now be allowable as 
incorporate the subject matter of allowable claims 1 and 1 1 , respectively. 

CLAIM REJECTION -102 

Claim 19 was rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Deguchi et al. (JP 
62-282173). 

Claim 19 has been cancelled.
